Military matters--Letter from the 
Quarter Master General. 
Editor of the Quincy Herald: 

Str:—I have recently noticed in the papers 
of this State, frequent expressions that there 
was a dereliction of duty on the part of the 
Quarter Master General of the Siate—“in per- 
milling an uncqual diatribution of the arms uf 
the State,” and “in not making use of neces- 
say mensures for receiving the quota of arms 
due froin the United States to this Stare,” and 
at the same me calling usfon me as Quarter 
Master General to do my duty. 

‘As these reniarks evidently originaté from a 
Wwantof information upon the subject, I im 

prove the present opportunity of furnishing 
fuformation thravgh the medium of your pa~ 
per, which [trust will not only allay improper 
views entertained upon the subject, but serve 
lo awaken the apathetic to a sense of the privi 

leges and duties which devolve npon them, 
aud cause a proper and becoming military 
spirit to be manifested in our State. 

Tv is my purpose at this time to furnish a 
statement of the quantity and description of 
aris now on hand;—the course necessary to 
be pursued by the people in order ty obtain 
the benefit of their use:—and at the same to 
press upon the Brigade Majors of the resyec- 
live Brigades, he importance of promptness 
‘and attentign on their part, in cavsing the sub- 
ordinate officers to make the neceseary re- 
ports, and in making out their “yearly con~ 
zolidatedreturos” to the Adjutant General of 
the State, in order that the State may receive 
the full quota of arms, to Which itis justly en- 
tied from the United States, under the act of 
Congress of 1818. 

“Tu reply toa letter to the Warden of the 
State Penitentiary, (who is constituted by law 
keeper of the State arms) it appears that there 
are now in his custody, belonging to theState, 
13 six pounder iron cannon, and, nccoutre~ 
ments;—67 yaugers;—63 muskets; —24 pistols, 
and 4 swords, 

Immediately upon being furnished with the 
necessary information, I ordered from the 
ordnance department at Washington the fol 

lowing, being equivalent to the quota of 
muskets now due to the State, viz: 10 com- 
mon rifles;—120 Hall's rifles;—240 pistols;— 
240 cavalry sabres, with accoutrements;—120 
artillery swords and and belts;—2 six’ poun- 
der brass guns and equipments, and about 400 
muskets and accoutrements:--to which re~ 
quisition I was answered from the department 
‘that early measures would be taken for sup- 
plying the arms and accoutrements therein 
called for? which arms are probably at this 
time, or Will soon be, subject to order of the 
proper State authorities.” 

Regularly organized and uniformed inde- 
pendent companies, can procure the use of 
the above arms for all necessary purposes, by 
complying with the provisions of the 35th 
section of the Militia Jaw of the State, which 
may be found in every copy of the revised 
Jaws of Tilinois, 

‘The quota of arms received yearly by the 
State from the General Government, is bused 


Slate, whose report is founded upon the 
“yearly consolidated returns” of the Brigade 
Majors, giving the total rank and file of their 
respective brigades. ‘These officers will per 
ceive that justice (0 the State requires of them 
‘strict and efficient compliance in the perfor 
mance of their duty, as is required in the 67th 
section of the iwililia law of the State.
